DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to tine amendment filed 01/14/2008. 

2. Claims 1,5, 14, 15, 17, 19, 21, 30, 31, 33, 35, 37, 46 and 47 were amended. 

3. Claims 3-4, 6, 13, 20, 22, 29, 36, 38 and 45 are canceled. 

4. Claims 1,5, 7-12, 14-19, 21, 23-28, 30-35, 37, 39-44 and 46-48 are pending in 
this office action. 

Response to Amendment 

5. The objections to claims 3-6, 19-22 and 35-38 are withdrawn based on 
applicant's amendment. 

6. The rejection of claims 17-32 under 35 USC 101 is withdrawn based on 
applicant's amendment. 

7. The rejection of claims 1 3-1 5, 29-31 and 45-57 under 35 USC 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, is withdrawn based on applicant's amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1, 5, 7-12, 14-19, 21, 23-28, 30-35, 37, 39-44 and 46-48 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
applicant's remarks (01/14/2008), the primary reasons for allowance is the inclusion of 
the following limitations in each independent claim directed towards evaluation of 
network capacity and the adjustment of a receive window size:

wherein the operation of generating further comprises evaluating a 
measured amount of the transfer data received by the second node during the 
specified control interval relative to the specified received window size to 
determine a slope for the specified control interval; and 

comparing the slope for the specified control interval against an estimate 
of a constant slope associated with additional available network capacity in at 
least one previous control interval and adjusting the receive window size for the 
subsequent control interval based on a result of the comparing." (from claim 1, 
similar limitations in claims 17 and 33) 

This subject matter is not found in the prior art nor is it obvious in view of the prior art. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
